MAYOR ASKS D.A. TO INVESTIGATE MISSING CITY FUNDS 


Elba Mayor Bob English released 
the following statement late Wednesday 
in a called press conference attended by 
English, City Clerk Jack Prescott and 
members of the news media: 


“Through our bookkeeping depart- 
ment at City Hall, we have dis- 
covered what appears to be a 
shortage of water, electric and 
city funds. Our auditors were 
called in to confirm our findings. 
All our findings have been turned 
over to the district attorney for 
investigation.”’ 


After reading the statement and 
passing out copies, “english said he 
would have no further comment on the 
matter, but did acknowledge that no city 
court fines were involved in this matter. 
He also gave an affirmative answer 
when asked if the money reported to be 
missing, Jisappeared during the pre- 
sent administration. He refused com- 
ment when asked if the matter went 


back into the previous administration. 

English added, *‘We must be very 
careful about what we say; I am not 
trying to be evasive, but under our 
system we jointly collect some water 
and electric and city funds. These are 
properly segregated to the respective 
department.” 

The final comment by English was to 
say that the auditors were called in on 
March 20th of this year. The auditing 
firm for the City of Elba and the utility 
board is Barr, Brunson, Wilkerson and 
Bowden of Enterprise. 


Charles Hayes, chairman of the 
water and electric board was contacted 
and said, ‘‘l! am well aware of the 
problem, but don’t feel I can add any 
details to the mayor's press release.’” 


Bits and pieces of this matter have 
been reaching this newspaper and 
radio station WELB for some time, but 
this is the first official information 
released. 
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checks his equipment before hitting the road

Sources who insist on remaining 
unidentified have told this newspaper 
that auditors have found a shortage in 
excess of $14,000 in funds from the 
water and electric accounts since the 
annual audit in October. This has not 
been confirmed by city officials, nor 
would they deny the statement. We are 
aware that some changes were made 
recently in the W & E accounting 
methods and office procedures to insure 
better accountability and security of 
cash funds. 

Other sources report that a meeting 
was called early last week, involving 
employees and city officiais who come 
in contact with city hall monies. 
Reportedly they were given until 5 p.m. 
Wednesday (April 29) to make restitu- 
tion without any criminal prosecution or 


the matter would be turned over the the 
district attorney. 


District Attorney Joel Folmar was 
contacted by this newspaper following 
the reading of the press release. Folmar 
said he preferred not to release any 
details of the matter at this time 
because it might hurt the investigation. 

“We are proceeding with the inves- 
tigation and the purpose of our investi- 
gation at this point is to determine if 
there is any criminal activity on any- 
one’s part,’’ Folmar said. 

He described the investigation at 
this point as preliminary and explained, 
“The preliminary will be conducted by 
our office, and if we need additional 
expertise, we will get it at that time.

Work Release Duo 


Arrested In Cullman}

A high-speed chase Tuesday after- 
noon through backwood areas of Cull- 
man County resulted in two escaped 
inmates from the Elba Work Release 
Center being re-captured. 

Ronnie Snow and Carl Steven Carter 


were reported missing from the facility . 


early Tuesday morning. Frank Chiraco,: 
a supervisor at the center, reported the’ 
inmates missing at 1:23 a.m. Tuesday. » 
Officials discovered they were gone 
during a headcount taken hourly each 
night. 

The ecapees reportedly robbed a 
service station at Jones Chapel in rural 
Cullman County at 4:18 p.m. Tuesday. 
The store’s owner, Colbert Lee, told law 
officials two men, one armed with a 
shotgun, walked into his office and 
demanded money fromthe cash regis- 
ter. 

According to Lee’s account, he 
picked up a ‘‘big stick’’ and warned 
them to leave. However, the stick 
apparently did not frighten the bandits 
since they left the store with an 
undisclosed amount of money. 

The suspects reportedly fled the 
scene in a brown 1978 Camaro. Several 
law officials, including an Alcoholic 
Beverage Control (ABC) unit, were in 
the vicinity and responded to the call. 

Deputies from Cullman, Walker, 
and Winston counties set up roadblocks 
in the nearby Smith Lake area. Joining 
the 25-mile long pursuit of the bandits 
were law enforcement officers sfrom 
eight other agencies. 

The suspects were finally appre- 
hended at 5:15 p.m. after they turned 
onto a dirt road that led into Smith Lake. 

Arrested on the scene were Snow 
and Carter, along with three passengers 
in the car--23-year-old Jerry Lynn Miller 
of Cullman, Linda Cole Diehl, 30, of 
Elba, and a 16-year-old female from 
Cullman. The five were charged with 


Hiker Trekking To Washington 


No one paid much attention last 
Wednesday night (April 29) when a 
bearded man with a backpack strolled 
down Brunson Hill into the sleepy town 
of Elba. ‘‘Just another bum,” most 
people thought, ‘‘We get them all the 
time.”’ 


The bearded, leather-skinned hiker: 
easily could have been mistaken for just 
another bum, but he was much, much 
more. The man was Bill Miller, a 
53-year-old hiker from Salmon, Idaho, 
who was on the 30th day of a 4,100-mile 
trip from Key West, Florida, to Seattle, 
Washington - a trip that has neyer been 
made before by a cross-country hiker. 


Miller left Key West (the farthest 
point south in the United States) back 
on March 30 and has slowly walked his 
way to Alabama, and into the imagina- 
tions of everyone he meets. 


Armed with a letter from Salmon’s 
Mayor William J. Cannon, explaining 
the trip and requesting every courtesy 
for the hiker, and a map prepared by the 
AAA Auto Club, the soft-spoken man 
stopped in Elba to rest his feet and fill 
his stomach. 


“Il am walking my way into the 
Guiness Book of World Records,’’ said 
Miller, ‘‘and | am doing something that 
has never been done. Last year I walked 
from the Los Angeles City Hail to the 
New York City Hall in only 46 days, 
which broke Mag old record. During the 
trip, I walked 26 hours a day and 


averaged 66 miles a day. This time 
I've covered 900 miles in 30 days, but I 
am not walking like I can. I will pick up 
speed as I get further west. I’m not 
really in a hurry, though, because it has 
never been done before and whatever I 
make it in will be a world’s record.”’ 


Why walk across the nation? Miller 
answered that question without delay - 
‘Thad been wanting to do it since 1948, 
but just never got around to it. Last year 
I wanted to break the record of a fellow 
from England, so | walked to New York. 
This year I wanted to set another record 
and off I went! I love to meet people, 
and I love to See the countryside. When 
you go in a car you miss a lot, but when 
you walk you can take the time to enjoy 
the surroundings. I feel a little like a 
pioneer heading west for the first time. 
My wife thinks I’m crazy, but the kids 
love it.’ 


Miller, a rangy, rather thin-looking 
man, stated the worst part about such a 
long walk is the blisters, but added he 
doesn't expect any real problems from 
the people he meets. 

“‘All the people are great,’’ said 
Miller, *‘As a matter of fact, they are 
the reason I’m going so slow. In Cairo, 
Georgia, a couple stopped me and 
insisted on washjng my clothes and 
feeding me; and just today in New 
Brockton I stopped for a cup of coffee at 
a drug siore and was in there for over 
two hours talking. I’ve never had any 
trouble with people.’’ ,

A backpack that weighed over 40 
pounds rested on the floor as Miller 
chatted, and he explained the backpack 
contained rain gear, books, maps, 
plenty of socks, clothes, a radio and a 
sleeping bag. One item missing was a 
frying pan. ‘‘Oh, I don't carry any 
cooking utensils,’’ Miller remarked, ‘‘] 
always find friends who want to share 
their food. If I ate everything that was 
offered, I couldn’t walk - I'd have to 
roll.’” 


The 4100-mile trip will take Miller 
through Florida, Georgia, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Arkansas, Missouri, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, Wyoming, Idaho, Mon- 
tana and finally to Washington. 

“I will always remember my walk 
through Alabama,”’ said Miller, ‘‘It has 
the cleanest roads I've seen! It is pretty 
country, and has friendly people. It is a 
lovely state.’’ 


Before continuing his trip, Miller 
left some words of advice for people 
who have considered walking in an 
effort to get exercise -- ‘‘Don’t wait - get 
out and doit! Walking is good exercise. 
It’s not hard - you don’t have to push. 
You can just get out and look over 
nature and see things you never 
noticed. It’s a great way to get in 
shape.” 


As Miller walked out-of town, he 
promised to write back and let the 
people of Elba know how he is doing -- a 
letter we'll all be waiting for.

Dorsey Settles Case 


For the second time in less than two 
months, Dorsey Trailers has settled 
another large figure lawsuit out of 
court. The trailer manufacturing com- 
pany agreed to pay Pearl Mincey 
$112,500 as a result of an accident 
which killed her 22-year-old son, Bruce 
Mincey, in June 1978. 

Mincey was killed when a 55-gallon 
drum exploded, partially decapitating 
‘the man. 

Dorsey’s sold the drums to Mincey's 
cousin, Edward Young. Cleaning sol- 
vent had been stored in the container 
and some residue was still in the drums 
when they were sold to the general 
public. Resale of the containers has 
since been halted. 

Young, a Dorsey employee, bought

The plaintiff, Steve Bragg of Rt. 1, 
Jack, is alleging that the insurance 
company was guilty of fraud when 
inducing him to purchase two life 
insurance policies. 

A Coffee County jury awarded 
Bragg $500,000 in May 1979, which was 
the largest settlement ever granted ih 
this county at the time, However, the 
Alabama Supreme Court recently re- 
versed the decision on a technicality. 
But, according to courthouse officials, 
the court did not declare the fraud 
invalid. 

Judge Butts agreed to continue the 
case on the request of the insurance 
company’s attorneys, because last week 
the Supreme Court handed down 
another decision which could be appli- 
cable to this case. 

Farm Bureau filed a suit against 
Bragg on Feb. 1, 1978 seeking to have 
him cancel two insurance policies with 
the company. The suit alleged that 
Brage’s medical condition was not what 
he had declared it to be when he took 
out the policies. 

In turn, he filed a countersuit 
against the company, asking for $1 
million in damages. Bragg maintained 
that doctors diagnosed a kidney pro- 
biem months after the second policy 
was written. He has since undergone a 
kidney transplant.

UNFAIR 

Last weekend I ate dinner 
in one of the better-known 
restaurants in Panama City. 
Prices have increased so in 
restaurants I find that I have 
to read the menu from right 
to left. I absolutely can’t 
understand some of the 
prices. 

For example, this restau- 
rant offered. one-half of a 
broiled chicken for $9.50, I 
couldhardly believe my 
eyes. In fact, I thought it was 
a printing error and asked 
the waitress, but it was a 
firm $9.50 

Do you know what a 
broiler grower gets for half of 
a broiler? About a nickel, 
give or take a cent or two 
depending on his feed effi- 
ciency and other factors. 
From this he doesn’t have to 
pay for the feed, but he pays 
for his utilities, buildings, 
and labor, When you see this 
kind of thing, it makes you 
wonder if the same kind of 
rip-off is occurring in other 
things that are served. 

Let me hasten to add, 
though, that in many places 
in this county you can get 
delicious fried or broiled 
chickenfor one-third to 
one-fourth that amount. It 
occurred to me that it would 
be almost dangerous for a 
broiler producer to go in a 
place like that to see what is 
being charged for one-half a 
broiler. 


WORMS 


M.J. McWaters, down in 
the Cool Springs Community 
south of Enterprise, has a 
severe infestation of the corn 
earworm. The corn earworm 
feeds both on the whorl of 
the corn and on the leaves, 
About SO percent of his 
plants were affected, and we 
recomment either Sevin, 
Lannate or Nudrin to bring 
the worms under control, 

Actually, it is early in the 
year to begin having worm 
problems. McWaters planted 
this corn in a field of rye 
which probably made the 
worm problem more severe. 

Watch your corn fields 
carefully. If an infestation 
begins to build up, go ahead 
and treat. The material for an 
acre will probably cost $3 to 
$4, 


PLANTING 


Most peanut producers 
will wait now for a rain 
before continuing to plant 
peanuts. Research shows 
that there isn’t a great deal 
of difference in yields when 
peanuts are planted in a 30 
day period from April 10 to 
May10. Most _ growers, 
though, will want to go ahead 
and plant just as soon as we 
get a rain. It is warm enough 
for seed to germinate. We 
just need a good rain to 
restore moisture. 

A good rain will also help 
the chemicals to work a lot 
better. I surely hope we will 
get at least one-half inch of 
rain in the county in the next 
few days so that planting can 
resume.

Keep on hand some Sevin 
and Malathion in either a 
sprayable or dust form. You 
will get better results with 
Sprays. If the insects appear 
to be doing damage, go 
ahead and spray or dust with 
one of these materials. Fol- 
low directions on the con- 
tainer carefully.

COOKING AND ENERGY 

You've insulated the 
house, weatherstripped the 
windows and turned down 
the thermostat, but you still 
may be overlooking other 
important ways to reduce 
energy costs. You can cut 
your bills even further by 
using energy efficient cook- 
ing methods. 

Take a close look at your 
cooking habits. Then try 
these energy-saving ideas. 
--Keep range burners and 
reflectors clean so they will 
reflect heat more efficiently. 

---Turn off the oven and 
surface units a few minutes 
early and let existing heat 
finish the job. 

---Don't preheat the oven 
when broiling or roasting. 
---Thaw frozen foods in the 
reftigerator before cooking 
unless the recipe requires 
them to be cooked frozen. 
---Cook with only the re- 
quired amount of water to 
avoid unnecessary energy 
waste. Never boii water in 
an open pan. 

---Avoid heating the oven for 
one dish. Cook several 
dishes with similar oven 
temperature requirements at 
the same time. 

---When possible, use an 
all-day cooker. It will not- 
consume very much energy. 


LAWN CARE 


Proper lawn care requires 
atience. time and work. 
eep your lawn looking its 

best by following these main- 
tenance tips. 

Fertilization: Apply ferti- 
lizer to cool season grasses in 
the fall, winter and very early 
spring. Make fertilizer appli- 
cations on warm season 
grasses in the spring, mid- 
summer and early fali. 

Mowing: Cut cool season 
grasses at heights of 2 to 3 
inches. Warm season gras- 
ses should be cut from 1 - 1% 
inches. 

Water: Instead of mak- 
ing frequent, light applica- 
tions of water, apply water 
infrequently in large vol- 
umes.

Last week I stood leaning 
against the wall of the gym, 
listening to the Zion Chapel 
Rebel Concert Band. Shivers 
of pride ran up and down my 
spine that this was hap- 
pening at Zion Chapel.

The Brunson legacy 
began in 1853 when Matthew 
Brunson and his wife, Sarah 
Blanchard, moved their fam- 
ily to this county and estab- 
lished their permanent 
home. The reunion, believed 
to be the oldest continuous 
tradition in Coffee County, 
continues to be a celebration 
of Mr. Brunson’s birthday. 
He was born on April 13, 
1906, and died in 1877 here 
in Coffee County and is 
buried in the Woodland 
Grove Cemetery. Their 
plantation home, believed to 
be the oldest residence still 
standing in the county, con- 
tinues to stand in the com- 
munity that was once known 
as Brunson, Alabama, with 
its own post office, commis- 
saries, saw mills, gin, school 
and numerous residences. 


After Brunson died, the 
legacy was continued by his 
son who was also named 
Matthew. Arthur Brunson 
continued the tradition and 
moved the reunion from 
Brunson to Elba when he 
moved there in 1918. Will 
Brunson continued the tradi- 
tion after Arthur's death, 
and the reunion was held 
annually at the Brunson 
Hotel where the new Elba 
Exchange Bank now stands, 
until his death.

UAB doctors replace 
thumb with toe 


A UAB microsurgical 
team has successfully recon- 
structed a train accident 
victim's thumb with one of 
the patients own toes--the 
first time this relatively new 
procedure has been accom- 
plished in Alabama. 

Principals in the eight 
hour operation at University 
of Alabama Hospital _ in- 
cluded Dr. John Gould, asso- 
ciate professor and chief of 
the hand section in UAB's 
division of orthopedic sur- 
gery; Dr. Richard Meyer and 
Dr. Troy Watkins, also of 
UAB; and Dr. Joe Kutz of 
Louisville, Ky., one of the 
pioneers in the development 
of this procedure. 

The patient, 15-year-old 
Larry Higginbotham of Bir- 
mingham, was able to begin 
rehabilitation therapy six 
weeks after the February 
operation. 

The operation was ‘‘much 
more inyolyed’’ than simply 
transferring a toe to the hand 
for use as a thumb, Dr. 
Gould said, but is is of the 
same type procedure in that 
the patient’s skin, subcutan- 
eous tissues, nerves, ten- 
dons, and bone are moved 


together with their blood 
supply from one part of the 
body to another, 

“This type surgery, 
called free-flap tissue trans- 
fer, has been investigated in 
our orthopedic research lab- 
oratory for a couple of years, 
and has been done on people 
in a few medical centers 
around the nation in the last 
year or so,”’ he said. 

“One of its prime advan- 
tages is that this one opera- 
tion can replace months of 
several different procedures 
involving skin, tendon, nerve 
and bone grafts, and the 
result is usually better both 
cosmetically and functionally 
that is, the transferred ma- 
terial is more likely to stay 
alive and have feeling, color 
and movement." 

These advantages were 
especially important to the 
Higginbotham youth because 
his other arm had been 
amputated as a result of the 
accident. ‘‘We wanted to 
give Larry a usuable thumb 
as quickly as possible so he 
could begin his physical re- 
habilitation and get on with 
his life,’’ the hand surgeon 
said. 


\ 


“If we had used conyen- 
tional means of grafting, he 
would have spend at least 
one year undergoing several! 
different surgical procedures 
and the result would have 
been a thumb with all joints 
fused and much less usuable 
than the present situation.’’ 

While Higginbotham’s 
hand is healing, it is kept in a 
Special splint to keep the 
muscles from contracting. 
Therapists in the orthopedic 
surgery department have be- 
gun rehabilitation proce- 
gun rehabilitation proce- 
dures on the hand and the 
patient is now able to feed 
himself for the first time 
since the accident in August 
1980. 

“Larry has an excellent 
attitude, is maintaining an 
all-A average in high school 
through use of a tutor at 
home, and can be expected 
to continue to gain use of his 
hand,"’ Dr, Gould said. 

Dr. Gould said that he 
decided to use this procedure 
on Higginbotham after dis- 
cussing the case with Dr. 
Kutz while the two were 
enroute to Australia for a 
meeting of microsurgeons.,
